PUBLIC HEALTH.

IRISH DOCTORS ALLEGE 
GOVERNMENT NEGLECT. 


In his presidential address at the annual 
meeting of the Irish Medical Association at 
the Royal College of Surgeons, Dublin, yester- 
lay, the sewty-clected - President, Dr. W. 
‘'Snilivan, said that, short as the Free State 
Sovernment had been in existence, they had 
siready given assurance of their ability to 
grapple with economic questions. 

There were, however, no grounds to feel 
that either the Free State or the Northern 
Lovernments had any desire to tackle ques- 
tions ot public health. Moreover, neither 
Government would seem to he disposed to 
request or accept when offered the advice of 
the Irish medical profession on purely medical 
affairs. In the Bree State Commissions had 
been dealing with several questions of national 
importance, but public health had Leen 
ignored. Of course. the new régime had 
trought far-reaching changes in the Poor Law 
iministration, but so fár as these changes 
titected the mediea!l services they had been 
decidedly for the worse. 

In this matter warnings by the medical pro- 
lession had gone unheeded, with the result 
that now the efficiency of the medical services, 
in so far as concerned the requirements of the 
less well-to-do classes, were at a lower 
standard tlean they had been for the past 
twenty-five years. It must be admitted that 
the reputation of Irish sanitation was a very 
bad one, and that, from the commercial point 
of view, fo: a food-producing country, was not 
reassuring. 

The report of the Association for the past 
year showed that the membership in December 
last was 621, @ decrease of 5] on the number 
in the previous year. 

The Council, at a special meeting in 1921, 
decided to invite the Irish Medical Committee, 
es constituted in July, 1913, to be attached to 
the Irish Medical Association as one of its 
Standing Committees. The question will be 
tronght before a delegate meeting to be held 
on a fnture date. 

During the year, owing to anrest in the 
country, the work of the Association had been 

tly hampered. Efforts were being made to 
ave the motor tax on doctors’ cars reduced, 
but the slight changes made in the method of 
cating had, so far, given no material advantage 
to the doctors

The Irish Civil Service. 


The character of the Civil Service is a 
vital element in the welfare of every 
country. Jf the country is to prosper, the 
Civil Service must be efficient, and 
efficiency can be secured only by the appli- 
cation of the strictest and most imparti1 
tests. Of course some latitude must be 
granted to men who, after a period of 
bus and stress, are charged with the 
ask of bringing the machinery of a new

must be taken if the best man is not on 
the spot. During the process of revolu- 
tion certain persons have acquired claims 
on the members of the new Executive 
which political nature—and, indeed, 
human nature—hardly can be expected te 
resist. Jor this reason public opinion has 
hesitated to censure some of the Free 
State Gover:me~t’s appointments to the 
national service, afthough, to the naked 
eye, they have satisfied no accepted test 
of fitness. Now, however, the Free State 
has “found itself’’ and henceforward 
public opinion will be critical and keen. 
The Government recognises this fact, and 
we wólcome the important announcement 
which President Cosgrave made yesterday 
in Dail Eireann. The British Civil 
Service is the most efficient and most im- 
partial institution of its kind in the world. 
It is directed by a Commission, which was 
established in 1855 for the control of 
junior appointments and, in 1870, was 
invested with full authority over appoint- 
ments to all branches of the Civil Service. 
The test of fitness for Government work 
and pay is competitive examination, and 
the perfect fairness with which the 
system has been administered is beyund 
dispute. President Cosgrave told the Dail 
that his Government proposed to establish 
a similar Commission in the Free State. 
Its members will be the present Chairman 
of the Dail (Mr. Michael Hayes), the 
Secretary to the Ministry of Finance and 
the Secretary to the Ministry of Educa- 
tion. The Commission will be responsible 
for the recruitment of al] branches of the 
Civil Service and for the conduct of 
examinations. The three members will be 
acceptable, we think, to every section of 
the community ; but the personnel of the 
Commission will be less important than 
its principles and methods. If it main- 
tains the standard of the British Civil 
Service, it will become quickly a,dominat- 
ing factor in the stability and progress of 
the Free State. .aturally, we assume that, 
under the Commission’s rule, all 
subjects of the State will “start from 
scratch,” and that ewery appointment, 
from the highest to the lowest, will be 
open to the brains of young Irishmen of 
all classes and creeds. There will be few 
“plums ” in the Irish Civil Service; for 
the Free State will be unable to support 
huge staffs and big salaries. Nevertheless, 
the sure prospect of a carriére ouverte aur 
talents in their own land will keep many 
of our best sons at home, and ought to 
give us a Civil Gervice of which the nation 
can be proud.

France’s New Terms. 


The Brussels Conference met yesterday, 
and the most ardent optimist will find 
great difficulty*in deriving any hope from 
its decisions. M. Poincaré, accompanied 
by several French Ministers and General 
Degoutte, had a long conversation with 
the Belgian Premier and his colleagues, 
with the apparent result that complete 
agreement was reached. A short com- 
muniqué was issied after the meeting, 
announcing that the two Allies had de 
cided to evacuate the Ruhr Valley on two 
conditions. Reparations must be paid, 
and Germany must stop her passive resist- 
ance before she makes her proposals for 
their payment. The document added that 
the French and Belgian Premiers had 
drawn up a fresh programme of “ sanc- 


tions ’’ to increase the existing pressure 
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on the German Government. Simul- 
taneously with the meeting in Brussels 
the semi-official Temps publishes what it 
terms the seven great principles of French 
policy. ' In the first place, it says, passive 
resistance must stop before any offer can 
even be considered. In the next place, 
the Ruhr will be evacuated only pari 
passu with Germany's payments. Thirdly, 
France will demand a sum of 26,000,000,000 
gold marks, or £1,500,000,000, as the 
irreducible minimum of her personal: 
claim; while, fourthly, she will demand 
also the equivalent of such sums as 
may be claimed from her by Britain and 
the United States in settlement of her 
war debts. Again, France will not partici- 
pate in any further discussion in regard 
to Germany's capacity to pay. Finally, 
“she will continue to exploit every possible 
source of revenue in the Ruhr Valley and 
the Rhineland, and she warns Europe in 
advance that no political significance must 
be attached to any measures which she 
may see fit to take in furtherance of that 
end. 

Nothing could be plainer or 
straightforward. Coming hot on the heels 
of Mr. Stanley Baldwin’s recent interview 
with the London Correspondent of the 
Petit Parisien, this unequivocal statement 
of French policy obviously is calculated 
to remove any doubts of France's deter- 
mination . the British Premier's 
mind. Of course, there is not the 
slightest hope that Germany wil] accept 
these conditions. Two of them, st 
least, are quite impracticable. The 
passive resistance movement was a spon- 
taneous gesture by the people of the Ruhr 
Valley. Berlin did not begin it and 
Berlin cannot bring it to an end. The 
demand, therefore, that it must cease 
before any German offer will be considered 
virtually forbids any settlement of the 
problem. Furthermore, the financial claims 
of the Temps are preposterous. France 
owes Britain roughly £600,000,000 and 
owes the United States approximately the 
same amount. On the assumption that 
she proposes to pay her debts, she is de- 
manding from theGermans £1,300,000,000, 
plus this additional £1,200,000,000, or 
altogether £2,500,000,000. Under the 
Paris Agreement, however, France 1s 
entitled only to 52 per cent. of Germany’s 
total Therefore, she is de- 
manding in reality a total sum of almost 
£5,000,000,000, which is at least twice as 
much as Germany can hope to be able to

Apvafntly Mr. Baldwin's 
gesture of friendship has served only to 
harden the attitude of M. Poincaré.

Baths. 

We are not accustomed to look to Parlia- 
mentary Standing Committees for the 
broadly philosophic point of view that the 
solution of the minor problems of life so 
persistently demands. The debate on 
Colonel Wedgwood Benn’s proposed 
amendment to the British Housing Bill, 
to the effect that statutory assistance shall 
not be given to local authorities to con- 
vert houses into flats and tenements un- 
less provision is made in every case for a 
fixed bath, was perfunctory. Yet it might 
have settled once for all one of the most 
contested questions of all time—whether a 
bath is a necessity or a luxury. Ever 
since man has been able to argue at all he 
has been divided into two hotly contesting 
camps or schools—those who declare that 
frequent and thorough ablutions are essen- 
tial to physical, and even to spiritual, 
welfare, and those who insist that wash- 
ing is an overdone fad, a hardship if the 
water is cold and a vicious luxury if it 
is hot, a habit destructive alike to the 
dermal tissues and the moral sense. The 
battle of ideas has swayed this way and 
that,, and the medical men have taken 
sides no less acrimoniously than their” 
clients. Certain reactions of opinion to 
conditions have manifested themselves. 
When spirituality, for example, has ruled 
the world and ideas have triumphed over 
instincts the habit of washing has suffered 
a notable eclipse. On the other hand, 
when material concerns have occupied the 
generations, to the exclusion of idealism, 
hot and cold water has been laid on in 
steadily increasing quantities. Still the 
problem remains unsolved. Are we really 
hetter, brighter, or in any sense bigger 
men as the result of our periodical immer- 
sions? Are the races or the individuals 
who, from preference or the pressure of 
circumstances, regard water as a rather 
dangerous chemical, either degenerate or 
likely to fall behind in the struggle to 
survive? Standing Committee A has sig- 
nally evaded the issue, and we may be 
forgiven when we follow its example.

The Derby. 


The Derby has been always the greatest 
of the classic English races, and Derby 
Day occupies a place in the lives of the 
British people that no other race, not 
even the Grand National, enjoys. All 
Londoners go to Epsom for the Derby, 
exactly as they throng the towpath 
between Putney and Mortlake for the hoat 
race. For hours—nay for days—before 
the actual event the high roads leading 
from London to Epsom Downs are 
thronged with every conceivable kind and 
class of vehicle. The four-in-hand may 
have given place to the Rolls Royce and 
the coster’s cart to the “tin Lizzie”; 
but still East and West mect in a glad 
throng that goes tooling along, and the 
bored policeman stands at the points of 
congestion, contemplating all. He draws 
no (distinction between rich and poor, 
between the duke who hopes to win a 
king’s ransom and the small shopkeeper 
who will hazard his modest half-crown. 
A’ thousand years hence, when the horse 
is extinct and the Derby but a tradition, 
posterity will visit Epsom Downs in the 
samé spirit in which it now '' does” 
Pompeii and the Parthenon. Yesterday's 
Derby was noteworthy in many respects. 
In the first place, Donoghue won his third 
Derby ,in succession—a feat that has not 
been performed by any jockey since the 
race was instituted in 1780. Secondly,

I the owner of the winning horse, Papyrus, 


is a yeoman farmer who races for the love 
of the sport and breeds his own horses. 
Monarchs have won the Derby, and Prime 
Ministers and wealthy industrialists have 
carried off the prize alternately with the 
nobility. Mr. Irish has shown us that 
the Derby can be a democratic victory as 
well as a democratic holiday.

‘NEW HOUSING BILL. 


——— 
A MIXED RECEPTION. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain,- in moving the 
second reading of the new Rent and Mortgage 
Interest (Restriction) Bill, confessed that he 
was in somewhat of a difficulty as to how to 
deal with the matter. On the one hand, 
prolonged restrictions of rent had a tendency 
to scare investors, and builders would not 
build unless there were prospective buyers; 
and, on the other hand, the serious shortage 
of houses made restrictions necessary. 

Control indefinitely prolonged must result 
in stalemate, and the increase in a, 
would aggravate the position. In the circum- 
stances, Ke came to the conclusion that the 
best way to deal with the problem was to 
continue control in some form or another for 
seven years, to protect tenants against evic- 
tion at the will of unconscionable landlords. 
All landlords. were not callous, and it~should 
be borne in mind that there were bad tenants, 
who had made a pretty good thing out of 
sub-letting. 

The Minister dealt in considerable detail 
with the circumstances which would permit 
of a house coming out of control, and referred 
to many matters which are likely to afford 
wide scope for those who are litigiously in- 
clined. 


Mr. Sydney Webb moved the rejection of 
the bill. His objections to its provisions were 
many, but in the main his contention was 
that decontrol should only come into operation 
when sufficient houses had been built to meet 
a'l reasonable demands. j 

Although not directly opposed to the bill, 
there were many members on both sides of 
the House who considered that in its present 
stage it was unworkable, and there is a 
prospect of the proceedings in Committee, 
when the bill goes upstairs, being prolonged 
for several weeks. 

In the opinion of the Labour ee 
tives and the occupants of the Liberal Benches, 
there were far too many loopholes for evasion, 
and even Sir Frederick Banbury, on the other 
side, thought that the Minister of Health 
would have done better had he taken his 
courage in both hands and -decontrolled all 
homes at once. 

Captain Elliott, for the Covernment, main- 
tained that there was a movement towards 
State decontrol generally, and towards the 
decontrol of houses, with as little injury to the 
people as possible. He recalled the outcry 
against the decontrol of food some years ago, 
and said that the predictions made then were 
falsified, as they would be in regard to 
housing. Government control vould never 
produce .the necessary surplusage of ‘houses. 
The bill was a fair contribution towards the 
principle of decontrol. The Government 
would be willing to consider proposals as to 
the details of the bill in committee. 

On the motion of Captain Wedgwood Benn, 
the debate was adjourned.

Public sweepstakes, on the other hand. are 
illegal, and, if an offence is committed in this 
country, and the necessary evidence is avail- 
able, proceedings are taken against the 
offender.

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IRISH GOVERNING 
BODIES. 


———_e——_——- 


STATEMENT BY MR. BLYTHE. 
The position of several local bodies in the 
Itish Free State, as disclosed at official in- 
quiries held under the authority of the Local 
Government Department, has led many people 
to believe that the majority ut apugy Dua 
are in a lous condition. With @ vi 
scouniiniae 1a facts, an Irish Times ms: 
sentative questioned Mr. Ernest Blythe, t 
Minister of Local Government, on the subject. 

Mr. Blythe said:—No Council in Saorstat 
Eireann is bankrupt, but many have been in 
serious financial difficulties owing to failure 
of ratepayers to meet their obligations, and 
to the practical impossibility during recent 
lawless times (now happily at an end), of en- 
forcing payment by ordinary legal means. 

The interregnum has been bridged by 
means of the support afforded by the banks, 
who have in no case refused an overdraft sanc- 
tioned by me; and, now that ratepayers 
realise that courts are again functioning, and 
that it is futile for them to endeavour to 
further evade their obligations, a marked im- 

fovement in the payment of rates is notice- 
able. At the end of last year (3lst March) 
the county rates showed*an arrear extending 
back to the year ended March, 1921, of ap- 
proximately one and three-quarter millions. In 
the past two months this has Already been 
reduced by about three-quarters of a million 

KERRY AND LEITRIM. 

The Kerry and Leitrim County Councils 
were particular examples of public bodies 
who were not ee out their duties pro- 
perly. The existing public bodies were elected 
on political issues, and up the split in the 
National ranks in December, 1921, had given 
splendid service. Since then, however, de- 
moralising influences became apparent which 
were particularly noticeable in the cases of 
the two County Councils mentioned. Up to 
recently the general situation could not be 
looked upon with. satisfaction, but there is 
now a marked improvement in the outlook, 
and while some subsidiary bodies are not giv- 
ing satisfaction, I have not at present any 
prima facie evidence which would serve to 
indicate a similar lack of responsibility on 
the part of any other important authority 
such as a County Council. 

LOCAL RATING. 

Asked whether ratepayers were likely to 
get any relief, or whether he ho for a 
greater degree of efficiency in | adminis- 
tration, 

Mr. Blythe said—Apart from the natural 
rise in the incidence of rating. during the war 
period local authorities suffered the loss of 
grants in aid which were restored to them 
after the Treaty. In the last rating year, 
accordingly, it was possible for many authori- 
ties when framing their budgets to take 
credit for two years’ withheld grants. This 
was. largely done, and consequently the 
budgets for this year, in whic = one 
year’s grants can be credited, must suffer by 
comparison. The general amalgamation of 
poor law authorities centralising all such 
administration on a county basis has led to 
an immediate saving, which will become 
more pronounced as time goes on; and, 
further, 1 have no donbt that the greater 
efficiency in administration which I confi- 
denly expect to emerge from the past will 
lead to a considerable reduction in the inci- 
dence of local rating. I may remark that 
the disorganiged condition of local adminis- 
tration generally has resulted in the unduly 
prolonged continuance of wages and salaries 
at bonus rates only justified by conditions 
which have now changed. The attention of 
local authorities has been drawn to this and 
many other matters with a measure of recog- 
nition which promises well for future admin- 
istration. 

DUBLIN BODIES. 

Asked particularly as to the Dublin Corpora- 
tion and the Dublin County Council, 

Mr. Blythe said that his remarks generally 
applied to both these bodies. He added—I 
have every hope that the county budget will 
prove more satisfac next year. I am 
aware that the Corporation have already taken 
steps to reduce the wages of their labourers 
to a figure more consonant with the general 
labour market, and I have hopes shat recent 
remonstrances addressed to them on the sub- 
ject of pensions will have the desired effect, 
but, if not, I am quite prepared to make use 
of the powers conferred on me by An 
t-Oireachtas. 

In reply to a further question, Mr. Blythe 
stated that the 12th September next has peen 
fixed for the holding of elections for Urban 
and County Councils in the Free State.

Canadian Cattle. 


The farms which have beep constructed. 
in Norfolk for the fattening of Canadian 
cattle are to be operated upon a sort oí 
co-operative system in wuich the importers 
and the farmers will work together. The 
importers will distribute the cattle to 
farmers who will leave a deposit on taking 
the cattle away. After a fattening period 
of about two months the cattle will be 
sold in the open market, and the profit 
will be i aes by the importers and the 
farmers. So far this arrangement wil! 
only apply to Norfolk; but, should the

Imported Bacor. 


The fall in the price of imported bacon, 
which ranges up to fourpence a pound in 
the retail shops, was explained by an im.

In one 
week no fewer than 70,000 pigs appear tu 
have been killed, and the sudden arrival! 
of great quantities of mild-cured baco: 
affected rage owing to the difficulties ci 
storing this variety of bacon. Prices for 
Irish and English bacon have not been 
greatly aff.cted, and the housewife who in- 
sists Phe xs Irish produce has not been 
temp by the lower price at which the 
imported article has been obtainable. The 
slump is not expected to ]-st more than a 
very short time, amd as soon as the large 
consignments of Danish produce are con- 
sumed prices will recover to the norma! 
level. 

Income Tax. 


With the income tax forms distributed

M.P.'S AND THE DERBY. 


DONOGHUE TIPS THE 
WINNER. 
From Our Lossy CorREsPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

Those M.P.’s who saw the Derby to-day in 
their official capacity as member’ of the Select 
Committee on the Taxation of Betting, 
enjoyed the attractions of the downs like the 
rest of the crowd. 

Their responsibilities do not appear to have 
weighed so heavily upon them as to preclude 
a modest attempt to spot the winner, or even 
to knock a cocoanut off its perch. 

One member at least was ‘‘on’’ the winner. 
So far, however, his colleagues have not 
claimed from him that distinction in the art 
which Mr. Asquith revealed three years ago, 
when he not only “‘ spotted ' Spion Kop, but 
justified his selection with a wealth of un- 
erring pedigree knowledge, which-reduced the 
Jockey Club to amazed silence. 

Some of yesterday's Parliamentary visitors 
were complete strangers to Epsom. Two of 
the nineteen members of the Committee—Mr. 
Rawlinson and” Mr, Wijliam Graham—were 
unable to be present The Committee were 
the guests of the Jockey Club, of which two 
of the M.P.’s—Lord Stanley and Sir Berkeley 
Sheffield—are members. 

Mr. Cecil Wilsor., Labour member for Atter- 
cliffe (Sheffield), gave me the following 
account of the day's outing :— 

“I went down with Mr. D. R. Grenfell, 
Labour member for Gower; Mr. Morgan 
Jones, Labour member for Caerphilly, and 
Mr. Isaac Foot, Independent Liberal member 
for Bodmin. Nore of us had seen the Derby 
before, and we found it a fascinating 
spectacle. 

" First of all, we had a walk round to see 
‘the characters and attractions of the downs. 
We went into some of the rings, and saw 
what was going on. Of course, we had a shot 
at the coconuts—seven shies each. Morgan 
Jones was rather good at the game. He 
knocked off four. coconuts. I managed to 
get one. Grenfell and Foot were miserable 
failures, but we all enjoyed those coconuts, 
and it was glorious fun.

richer by the resignation of Mr. Bonar Law. 
(Applause. ) 

A BLEND OF CREEDS AND CLASSES. 

Proceeding, His Excellency said that he had 
to thank his countrymen and friends for their 
kindness towards himself. He had to th») 
the chairman for inviting him there that day, 
and he was glad to find in that room what 
he hoped: would be the microcosm of the 
Irish nation in the future, namely—a blend of 
all creeds and classes, meeting in good 
humour, good feeling, and joviality. He 
migh* appeal to an old opponent of his—his 
friend, Lord Glenavy—to say, if he cared to 
say it, whether they had not to some extent 
dissipated those clouds of suspicion and dis- 
trust which so long had hovered over them, 
and, if peace be granted to them, whether it 
was not possible that all the sons of this 
nation should be allowed to unite and make 
it what it should be—a prosperous and gentle- 
manly nation. 

“ That, at all events,” proceeded the Go- 
vernor-General, “is the mission of those who, 
like myself, have been entrusted with some 
little office of responsibility, and one of the 
gratifying—perhaps the most gratifying— 
things of the situation into which, I shall not 
sav I have been thrust, but forced, is this— 
that those from whom Í have least expected 
assistance and sympathy have given me most 
largely and with the utmost good-will. (Hear, 
hear). I am glad to. recognise that from 
old Conservative opponents, and old—if 
I may sa it—doctrinal — opponents— 
there has been nothing but the greatest kind- 
liness and the greatest sympathy, and a desire 
on their part to make this land a nation 
once again.”’ (Loud applause.)

I have lived all my life in 
Southern Ireland—all my life among my 
fellow-citizens in Dublin—and+I wish to re- 
cord, not for the first time, my experience that 
never once during that long life time have 
I had to complain of religious intolerance or 
religious perseeution.”” 

IN THE OLD DAYS. 

Continuing, his lordship said that in the 


‘old days he had led His Excellency very

7—France intends, without ulterior aims, 
to exploit in the occupied region, on her 
own behalf and that jof all the Allies, 
all sources of revenue which may seem 
expedient. 
The semi-official writer thinks that the ques- 
tion of security can be left till later, and hails 
Lord Derby’s use of the word ‘‘ Alliance’’ at 
the French Institute yesterday.

THE SPANISH LOSSES, 


Telegraphing from Madrid last night, 7'Ae 
Times Correspondent states:—Spanish troops 
of all arms, including tanks and aeroplanes, 
fought yesterday a stiff action in the Rif 
Hills: The troops engaged in this operation 
found the Moors occupying in force many 
gullies and entrenched hill sides.

Senator O Farrell opposed the recommenda. 


tion on the ground that if such a scheme were 
put in operation a worker employed there- 
under might become disemployed ‘at a time 
when he wohld be no longer entitled to un- 
employment benefit. There was also the 
danger that public bodies might take advan- 
tage of the opportunity the proposal would 
give of drawing on the Unemployment Fund 
for the cárrying on of works that should be 
rightly charged on the local rates. 

Professor Whelehan, for the Government. 
said that a similar proposal in the original 
bill was so much opposed in Dail Eireann 
that if was withdrawn. Senator O’Rourke’s 
recommendation would make even more strin- 
gent demands on public funds. While the 
recommendation would have the Government 
pay for works of public utility, it would still 
leave the Unemployment Fund liable to pay 
the benefit of the men employed as soon as 
they became disemployed. s 

Senator O'Dea said that the men who got 
the dole should do something for it. The 
dole had a most demoralising effect, and, as 
an employer, he could say that a man who 
had been six months out of employment was 
very little use on resumption. 

Senator Farren said that the unemployment 
benefit was something for which the worker 
had subscribed, the same as people paid for 
insurance against fire and other risks. The 
representatives of Labour in the Senate could 
not accept Senator O’Rourke’s scheme. 

Senator Kenny said that to encourage land- 
owners and others to engage in works not 
immediately remunerative, such as drainage 
and tree planting, it would be in the interests 
of the workers themselves if. the State 
was empowered to enter into agreements 
of the kind with the employers. To 
him it seemed a great opportunity to break 
the back of the unemployment problem. 

The recommendation was rejected by the 
casting vote of the Chairman—there being 15 
for and against. 

Senator Linehan moved to add to the bill 
a new section to exempt from the operation of 
the Act a county council that had adopted for 
its employés a scheme of its own, approved 
by the Minister, under which the benefits to 
the employés would be of no less amount than 
under the Act. 

Senator Sir John Keane said that he was 
sure that Labour would far rather earn its 
wage by actual work than get an inadequate 
wage paid for doing nothing. 

Senator Bennett said that there would be 
no danger in the recommendation hefore them, 
as the final arbiter of the value of the scheme 
was the Minister, and if he was not satisfied 
that the scheme was a sound one, it would not 
be put forward. 

Senator O'Farrell said that he thought that 
the main provisions were already provided for 
in the principal Act, which gave power to the 
Minister to exclude employés of public boards 
or authorities whose permanency of employ- 
ment was, guaranteed except in cases of mis- 
conduct. 

Professor Whelehan, Assistant Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, said that he did not 
think Senator Linehan’s amendment was so 
innocuous as Senator O'Farrell thought it. He 
was strongly opposed to the’ amendment. 

The amendment was rejected. 


ABUSES ALLEGED. ' 

Senator Linehan moved a recommendation 
for the repeal of portion of Section 7 of the 
principal Act, and of Sub-Section 1 of Section 
6 of the Act of 1921. Those sections deal 
with the payment of benefit to the werker re- 
ceiving not more than 3s. 4d. a day in any 
employment when unemploved in his regular 
means of making a livelihood. 

Professor Whelehan opposed the recom- 
mendation, which, if adopted, would cut off 
from unemployment benefit a mau whe in his 
spare hours devoted himself to th: pursuit of 
some hobby from which accidentally he might 

rive profit. 

Senator Barrington said that frequently he 
had to call attention to the abuses arising 
from people drawing tinemployment benefit to 
which they were not entitled. The Govern- 
ment, he was afraid, did not realise the 
amount of corruption that was going on down 
the country. He had been told of a great 
many cases of the kind, but he was not in a 
position to give proof. Once a man earning 
£1 a week became entitled to the dole the 
door was opened for all sorts of abuses and 
corruption. It would be extremely difficult 
t> prove exactly what he was earning. 

Senator O'Farrell described the proposal of 
Senator Linehan as a shabby one, putting a 
premium on idleness. It would mean that 
a man would not be allowed to wotk on his 
plot, or at any hobby that. brought him in 
a little income. The officials engaged in the 
working of the Act had stated emphatically 
time after time that there was nó genera! cor- 
ruption among the unemployed. Charges of 
dishonesty should not be made against a ‘sec- 
tion of the commanity unless those making 
them were ready to prove them. 

Senator Sir John Keane thoucht the Govern- 
ment should not be satisfied with the assur- 
ance of officials that evasions under the Act 
were few. In the country there was a good 
deal of talk that they were very numerous, 
and there must he something behind the talk. 
He suggested that the Government should 
make special efforts to detect such abuses. 

Professor Whelehan said that to every Ex- 
change in the country there was attached a 
special investigating officer, whose business 
it was to inquire in a verv special wav into 
the payment of claims. The great difficulty 
was that people who made charges of corrup- 
tion would not come forward to prove them. 
Tt was the duty of every citizen to have 
a criminal fraudulently receiving public money 
brought to justice. The Ministry would pro- 


secute in every case of irregularity occurring 
under the Act.

Senator Yeats said that the proposal should 
only have been proposed if there had been 
gross abuse. The proposer admitted that the 
attendance had been very high, and it should 
be remembered that members had attended 
often at great loss, and some even danger, to 
themselves. : 

Senator Mrs. Stopford Green said that she 
thought that the record of the House had 
been very good, and manifested a public spirit 
which would be developed more highly in 
the coming months, when they would fully 
justify their expenses. 

Senator Bennett said that he did not think 
Senator Linehan’s amendment would interfere 
with the rights and liberties of the Senators. 
He would have preferred that only those who 
served should receive pay. 

President Cosgrave said that the Constitu- 
tion laid it down that members of the Dail 
and Senate should be paid. He had heard 
that day for the first time that some members 
of Oireachtas had returned cheques or in- 
dicated their unwillingness to accept them. 
As a member of the Oireachtas, he wished to 
say that he regretted it. ! 

There was a very wide disparity between 
certain members of the Oireachtas and those 
who really required this contribution towards 
their expenses. If ordinary service was given 
—he did not mean regular attendance, be- 
cause it was not always possible to give it~ 
he did not see any objection which would 


weigh against accepting what was laid down 


in the Constitution, and what had been passed 
by the Dail and the Senate as what, in their 
opinion, members should receive. There 
might be services rendered in public affairs 
apart from attendance in the Oireachtas, that 
would be more valuable to the State, and 
in connection with which members of the 
Oireachtas might incur large expenses. 

He thought that the services given and 
the attendances were as good and as fair in 
the circumstances as in any other Assembly 
that he knew. He had never asked for the 
attendance of a Senator that the Senator did 
not come there, and he thought that was a 
very proud record greatly to the credit of the 
Senate. : 

Senator MacLysaght sáid that when he 
pointed out the average attendance was from 
55 to 60 per cent., it was the same—55 per 
cent. It was the people who did not come 
there that he had in his mind, and not people 
who were occasionally prevented from being 
there. 

The Chairman (Lord Glenavy) said that the 
cheques had been teturned by certain dis- 
tinguished Senators who, owing.to permanent 
illness and infirmity, had been unable to give 
any attendance, as they objected to drawing 
payment, having been unable to attend up to 
the present. In two or three cases these dis- 
tinguished men wished to resign, but at his 
request they held over their resignations in 
the hope that in a short time they would be 
restored to health. 

President Cosgrave said that members of 
the Oireachtas, though suffering from severe 
illness, had,. notwithstanding, intimated that 
if they were required they would come. 

On a division there voted 9 for the amend- 
ment and 25. against.

property. Counsel said that Mr. Croker, 
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ever appeared in any court. The result was 
that he lost control of his affairs, and although 
the hand that wrote was the hand of Richard 
Croker, the real hand and voice were those of 
Bula Edmondson. 

They were told that the causes of Mr. Croker 
coming to Ireland were because he was a 
lonely man, that he was not received in society, 
that there had been several rows with mem- 
bers of his family, and that there was a 
rankling bitterness between him and them. 
The facts were that Richard had been given 
the power of attorney referred to, and had 
carried out his trust without question for 
years and years. There was an intimate rela- 
tionship between the father and the son, and 
the latter, who felt fully his responsibility, 
paid a six weeks’ visit every year to Glencairn 
from 1905 until 1914, excepting only 1911. The 
first Mrs. Croker died in Austria in Septem- 
her, 1914, and her remains were brought home 
to New York and the funeral took place in 
October, and old Mr. Croker atttended. Miss 
Edmondson did not claim to have made his 
acquaintanceship until October, 1914. She was 
married to him in the following month end 
embraced the faith of her husband. He had 
never told his family about his marriage, and 
Richard Croker, junior, only ascertained that 
it was going to take place from a notice in the 
newspaper. His attitude towards the marriage 
was that he wanted it postponed, having 
regard to the recent death of his mother. 
Counsel read a letter from Richard to his 
father, dated 15th December, 1914, which he 
described as a manly, businesslike letter, but 
not a pleasant letter for the new stepmother 
to read, if she did read it. There was another 
letter, addressed “ Dear Richard,” from the 
father, who directed an increased payment of 
£2.000 a year each to Howard and Ethel, and 
added, ‘‘ Bula joins me in love to you all.” 
Before the marriage there was no doubt, sug- 
gestion, or suspicion against the son. Counsel 
read correspondence showing confidence in 
Richard, junior, and a letter from the fpther 
to the son stating that he hoped to rpalise 
one million from certain property which he 
was holding in two years. 

CHANGED RELATIONS. 

Counsel, having quoted letters down to 
March, 1917, said that he now came to a 
letter which showed a complete change in the 
relationship between the parties. He read a 
letter dated 5th November, 1917, from the 
testator to his son, Richard. He accused the 
son of not having told him the truth concern- 
ing business affairs, and continued :—‘‘I am 
tired and sick of this kind of thing. My main 
reason for revoking that trust fund was that 
| wanted to divide it between Howard, Ethel 
and Florence. ... To my certain knowledge 
vou never sent Florence her share.” The 
etter further said :—' Your conduct alone is 
ending me to an early grave. You never go 
i» church—money is your god.’’ That state- 
ment, said counsel, was wholly without 
foundation. The letter further said :— 
“You have been playing a great 
game with my money ,right along.” 
and mentioned a sum of 300,000 which the 
lather alleged he had given to his son. The 
only money that he had given his son since 
he started in life was a total of 175,000 
dollars. Richard, junior, had never touched 
one dollar of his brother Frank’s money after 
Frank x death. 

The testator further wrote to his son:—“l 
Siood up for you when your greed for money 
Separated you from jcur wife.” That, said 
counsel, was another untrue statement. Mr. 
Richard Croker’s wife would tell the jury 
‘hat her married life had been one of unity 
ind happiness. 

Declaring in. his letter that the son had 
caused. trouble in connection with the in- 
surance of his Derby winner, Orby, Mr. 
Croker wrote :--“‘ People at the English 
Derby said that Orby would never go down- 
bul with such stiff forelegs. We always 
walked him in the morning to take the 
Stiffness out of his legs.” 

On the 8th November the suspicions of the 
old man against his son had been fully 
sroused and bitterness had been established 
in the father’s heart, and he wrote to his 
daughter, Ethel :—‘4 want the Trust Fund 
deed of the 98.000 dollars revoked I can 
see no reason for Richard keeping any of the 
other children’s money now that you are all 
married. There is no need for him as 
suardian any longer.’’ Thus the father 
ittempted to set aside the Trust deed, but 
titer his death it w as established that, 
According to American law. he could not re- 
voke the deed. On the Ist December, 1917, 
in another letter to his daughter Ethel, the 
Vestator said : tichard in his whole life 
lime has never made a dollar of his own,” 
“eg further :—‘* Richard has been a miser all 
his life and has been playing a great game

THE TRUST FUND. 
On. the órd January, 1919, a letter’ was & 
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senior, was not what might be called an 
educated man. He was a man who had got 
his learning in the university of life; but he 
was lacking in the equipment for dealing with 
figures, and was unable to deal with accounts 
and documents satisfactorily. He had to rely 
upon those who were responsible for the 
statements that appeared in these letters. 
The next letter which was, he said, a ve 
important one, was dated 1st April, 1918, 
by his client, Richard Croker, junior, 
to his father after all the abusive 
letters that had been written about him. 
In that letter, Mr. Lardner said, Richard 
Croker, junior, expressed his desire to give all 
the information that he possibly could with 
regard to the questions asked by his father in 
his letter of the 12th March. In the mean- 
time, he said, the letter had been sent to 
Dublin with instructions to Messrs. Miley and 
Miley to prepare a deed of conveyance ‘at Glen- 
cairn. Counsel pointed out that the suits were 
bronght by his client to establish his position 
in the courts of his native country, having 
failed to get the matters investigated. 

All the property, continued Mr. Lardner, 
was captured by the will. Mr. Croker stood 
in his clothes, dispossessed of every penny he 
had possessed, and the explanation put forward 
Was vain, evasive, and merely a device.

MRS. CROKER RECALLED. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., then proceeded to address 
the jury on behalf of the intervenient, Mrs. 
Ethel White. He recited the allegations put 
forward by his client—that in 1913 Mrs. 
Croker, who had been examined in the witness 
box, was living with Guy R. Marone as his 
lawful acknowledged wife in Northampton, 
Mass., and, secondly, in New Brunswick, 
Canada, and that he introduced her as his 
wife to the witnesses who would be put before 
the jury. 

Serjeant Hanna objected that no question 
had been put to Mrs. Croker when in the 
witness box on the point regarding her 
Marriage or specific interviews with the 
parties referred to by counsel. 

The Lord Chief Justice held that the ques- 
tion should have been put specifically to Mrs. 
Croker. 

Mr. Jellett—Mrs. Croker stated that she 
never was the wife of Mr. Marone, or that 
she never heard of the witnesses I mentioned 
yesterday; so what was the use of my goin 
on and asking whether anything LE scr 
between the people? 

The Lord Chief Justice—It may be that you 
are going to prove that she was the lawful 
wife of Guy R. Marone—then you should ask 
her. I do not put any difficulty in the way 
of allowing you to recall Mrs. Croker

MRS. WHITE’S CHARGES. 

Mr. Jellett, continuing his address to the 
jury, said that his client, Mrs. Ethel White, 
and her advisers would not be likely: to E- 
such charges on the files of the Court unless 
they were in a position to prove them up to 
the hilt. He asked the jury, in endeavouring 
to decide between the parties, to consider 
what witnesses examined here were interested 
in the result of the issue of this trial, and what 
witnesses had nothing whatever to say to it. 
Mrs. Croker was interested in the issue of this 
trial up to the hilt. That was obvious. The 
witnesses that he was going to put into the 
box to prove the facts that he had indicated 
had not one pennyworth of interest in the 
issue of it. Referring to the detailed account 
given by Mrs. Croker of her movements, he 
said that the account she gave here was 
different from what she gave in Palm Beach 
in 1920; and she could not tell even the data 
of her husband's death. 

Evidence would be giveu by these witnesses 
of the marriage of Mrs. Croker with, Mr. 
Marone, and of Mr. Marane introducing her as 
his wife. Seeing Mrs. Croker in America and 
in this court, they were absolutely convinced 
of the identity of the two names, and they 
would tell them that the two individuals were 
exactly the same person. 

Mrs. Bingham lived in Northampton, con- 
tinued Mr. Jellett, and she would tell them 
that Marone introduced this lady to her as his 
wife; that the lady referred to Marone as her 
husband ; that they were known as, and called, 
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Mr. and Mrs. Marone in Northampton during 
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the whole time they were there; and, so far 


as identification was concerned, Mrs. Bingham 
would tell them the same story as they would 
hear from Mrs. Davies—that the lady who 
lived in her house from late in Marck, 1912, 
up to the end of June in the same year—living 
there with her husband, Mr. Marone—was the 
very same lady that the jury had seen in that 
eourt. 


OTHER EVIDENCE. 


Mr. and Mrs. Addis were living next door, 
and Mr. Addis would teH them that the first 
time he came across the lady was when he was 
in a garden that Mrs. Marone was coming 
across. He stopped her and said, ‘‘I presume 
you are Mrs. Marone’?’’ She said, “ Yes.” 
Mr. Addis. had several opportunities  after- 
wards of talking to her, and she told him 
that she came of royal Indian blood; that she 
was a princess of the Indian blood, and men- 
tioned an Indian tribe with which she was 
eonnected. Mr. Swift, who was in the tailor- 
ing business in Northampton, employed Mr. 
Marone to do tailoring business for him. He 
met Mr. Marone in New York in 1908, and 
Mr. Marone continued working for him from 
the 14th October, 1908, until the 19th Decem- 
ber, 1911. Mr. Marone used to go away from 
time to time, and on occasion when he 
came back he brought back his wife into Mr. 
Swift's shop and introduced her as Mrs. 
Marone. At that time they were living with 
Mr. and Mrs. Davies, and up to December, 
1911, Mr. Marone was working for Mr. Swift. 
“ Mrs... Swift has now seen Mrs.. Croker,” 
said counsel, “and Mr. Swift will tell vou that 
without the shadow of a doubt she was the 
lady who was the wife of Mr. Marone. and 
she is the -same lady who was examined 
here.” ; d 

So far ‘as Northampton, Mass., was con- 
cerned they would have the evidence of Mr. 
and Mrs. Davies, of Mr. Bingham, of Mr. and 
Mrs. Addis, and of Mr. Swift. The jury 
would then bave to ask themselves the simple 
question :—‘‘Are these pedple all telling lies— 
if so, why?” 

In the year 1921, in the month of June, he 
thought Mrs. McDonald and Mre.

COUNCIL’S REFUSAL TO PAY, 


At the meeting of the Derry Port Sanitary 
Authority yesterday it was reported that the 
Inishowen Rural District Council had refused 
to pay their moiety of £62 18s., due on the 
1st of April last. The Chairman (Mr. J. GG. 
Magee, J.P.) said the only care of the 
authority was to preserve the area of their 
jurisdiction, including Inishowen, from infec- 
tion by sea-borne disease. If Inishowen did 
not pay infectious disease cases landed there 
could not be: brought to the authority's 
hospital. . It was decided to apply to the 
council again for payment. 


AGRICULTURAL SEEDS TEST. 


The Weeds and Agricultural Seeds (Ireland) 
Act, 1909, enables the Department of Agri- 
cnlture and Technical Instruction’ to check 
the quality of the agricultural seeds sold to 
farmers, and to publish the results of tests 
of inferior seeds, with the name and address 
of the trader on whose premises the samples 
were taken. Asa result of the Act, a very 
great improvement in the general standard of 
the agricultural seeds sold in the country has 
been effected. 

During the past two months an exhaustive 
examination has been made by officers of the 
Department of agricultural seeds on sale 
throughout the country. The stocks of seeds 
on the premises of more than twelve hundred 
traders have been inspected, and seventeen 
hundred representative samples were taken for 
examination and, where necessary, tested for 


the purposes of the Act.

- DUBLIN UNION MURDER. 
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Mr. Justice Dodd, in the Coart-house, Green 
street, Dublin, yesterday resumed the criminz! 
business of the Commission: 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dedley White, 
K.C. (instructed by the State Solicitor), pro- 
secuted in the several cases. 

John Joseph Cahill was charged with re- 
celving three magnetos, the property. of the 
Irish Free State, knowing them to have been 
stolen. ° 

Mr. Joseph O’Connor (instructed by Mr. 
Gerald Byrne) defended accused. 

Captain Cullen, of the Itish: Free State 
Army, who had been in charge of the Trans- 
port Depdt at Portobelle Barracks, stated that 
he visited the accused's garage at Douny- 
brook, and fotnd there the three magnetos, 
which were believed to have been stolen from 
the barracks. He identified the magnetos, 
although their numbers had been rermovedl. 
They were worth £12 each. Accused told 
him that they had been taken in for repair, 
and that he had given no receipt, but he 
gave the names of the persons from whom he 
said he had received them. Witness found 
that the addresses were not correct, and he 
handed accused over to the police. Mr. Cahill 
was a well-known motor repairer. 

Detective Crimmims, Dublin Metropolitan 
Police, said that accused stated that he had 
no knowledge that the magnctos had been 
got dishonestly. The entries in his book set 
out the names and addresses given. by the 
persons who left the magnetos, tcgether with 
particulars of the repairs that were to be 
effected. 

Mr. O'Connor urged that the accused shou!d 
be acquitted as there was not sufficient evi- 
dence to convict. him. 

Alfred Nugent swore that the British mifli- 
tary authorities, when selling such magnetos, 
obliterated the numbers. 

_ The jury were unable to agree, and accused 
was put back. 

James Maguire was sentenced to twelve 
months’ imprisonment with hard labour for 
having stolen half a sovereign.and forged a 
cheque for £10. : 

William Morgan, who had a very bad 
record, was EXÁ MT three yéars’ penal ser- 
vitude for stealing a portmanteau from a

CHARGE OF MURDER. 

Patrick Hogan was charged’ with the wilful 
murder of Thomas: Delany in the South Dub- 
lin Union Workhouse on the 25th of May. 
The prisoner had been an~ inmate of the 
lunatic asylum, and a question arose as to 
whether he was capable oí .appreciating the 
seriousness of the charge now brought against 
him, ' 

A jury found that he was capable. of piead- 
ing. and he was then formally indicted. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C.. said that, although the 
charge was one of murder, the jury would, 
doubtless, be inclined to find *that the deed 
was committed whilst the accused was ina 
state of insanitv. | The attack which he made 
on his victim took place in the South Union 
Workhouse, when he ‘suddenly rushed on 
Delany and inflicted injuries which caused, his 
death. .

' His society recommended that greativ in 
creased ftinds should he provided by the State 
for ‘the organisation and development of cow 
testing, that the supply of genuine dairy bulls 
holt’ be greatly increased, and that no 
anima! should be subsidised unless it had mul 
at both sides. They also suggested that shows 
and sales showid be encouraged at loca! centres 
in springtime, and that tne Department's In- 
spector should attend and grant premiums. 
Special attention should he paid to bulls aver 
three years to ascertain the merits of their 
progeny. They considered that the indis- 
criminate use of the scrub bul! was most pre- 
judicial to the economic development of 
either. milk or. beet. No avpreciable pro- 
gress could be made jin the grading up of 
dairy cattle while so many of these. undesirable 
animals were permitted ta be produced every 
vear. | 

They did not favour licensing, as the ad- 
mimiatration would be imperfect and _ costly. 
At present there were not sufficient animals 
of the right type, and the time and money 
they thought’ would be better spent in 
encouraging cow-testing associations ta pro- 
vide animals of the vight kind. Great loss 
was sustained by the selling and export of 
some of their non-pedigree cows, and the 

rogeny of these animals, in many cases by 
high-clnes sires, were lost. In Co. Cork they 
had in operation a scheme of prizes for these 
youngsters which was very successful, and was 
attracting a great deal of attention. 

AFFOREST ATION. 

Mr. Forbes, Chief Forestry Inspector of the 
Department of Agriculture, giving evidence on 
afforestation, stated that the State owned 
25,000 acrea for forestry purposes. 

He estimated that there were 200,000 acres 
of land in the country which could be acquired 
for forestry “without touching agricultural 
land. 

Dr. Henry, Professor of Forestry, College of 
Science, also: gave evidence, and said that the 
whole difficulty about forestry was that there 
were no returms for a very long period of 
years. There was a return from thinnings 
after 15. years, bui the real returns did not 


come for 40 years. . 


Replying to members. of the Commission, 
the witness ‘said that he was of opinioy, that 
it was worth inquiring whether the Free 
State Government should give bonuses to 
tandholdets under the forestry scheme. He 
thought. that a sum of £50,000 might be spent, 
and that á suitable scheme could be worked 
out. |
